Should Dal-ACE have a club 
supported BBS or not? There are some 
user groups who don’t think it’s a good 
idea to have a club supported bulletin 
board. AUNT happens to be one of those 
groups. ) 

There are many reasons they might 
feel that way. Some of the possible 
reasons are the expense of the 
equipment, the man hours it takes to 
Operate it, the fear of liability to the 
group if anything untoward happens on 
the board like dirty language or pirated 
files, or even just a lack of interest 
in tele-computing. 

Despite those negative aspects 
there are many good reasons why a users 
group should run a club supported BBS. 
Exposure to the computing community, 
getting the word out on your user group, 
1S one value of having a bulletin board. 
It also gives the members of the group a 
Place for interaction and discussion in 
between the monthly meetings. A club run 
board is a good place to get technical 
help with and information on your 
computer, not to mention software. 
Besides, a bulletin board can be just 
plain fun! 

Have you tried the games on Dal-ACE 
lately? I personally feel that it’s very 
important for a user Group to have a 
BBS, although maybe less so in a city 
like Dallas where we are blessed with 
many good local bulletin boards. Can 
you imagine living out in the boonies 
where the only phone numbers you can 
dial with your computer are all long 
distance?
